Feiimlo vs.M«i« Cooks, 


Halo cooks arc generally preferred where 


there is mueli work lo perform, and whore 
there are difficult and complicated dishes to 
prepare. No female cook has erer excelled 
as a pasSry cook ; a female may make sonic 
excellent caties, but is deficient in variety 


- or in complicated ones. 
In preparing cer- 


tain things lhat require patience they • are 
superior to male cooks ; for instance, fo- 


"male cooks make better broth, and roast 
meat bolter than malo cooks,these requiring 
constant watching. 
They (\!so excel in 


dishes that require much detail; but if de- 
tail and ait are necessary at the same lime, 
as in pieces monlees, etc., they cannot com- 
pete with men. 
Twenty females could not 


do the work that sis or seven male cooks 
do in kitchens or hotels or restaurants.— 
J'or light aud not too complicated wo rk 
they are about oa an equality ; but when 
strength ard precision are necessary, as in 
cutting anil preparing meats cutlingjvegeta- 
bles, making dirfereut kinds of pastes, u 
male cook docs more wor^ ihiin threo fe- 
males, aud does >it much more accurately. 


For a small family and persons having 


limited means, a female cook is more eco- 
nomical. Females naturally attend to de- 
tails most minutely, and never waste the 
least particle. 
What is an enigma lo me 


to this day. is the difference lhat exists be- 
tween the female cooks of this country and 
those ot Europe. 
They are certainly the 


two extremes, aa far' aa wasting is con- 
cerned. 


Different countries have different habits, 


customs, etc., which come either from cli- 
mate, religion, form of government, 
and 


other local influences ; for instance, the 
female co >k in England excels in system • 
in France sue exceh in small savory dish- 
es ; .In Gcrminy siie excels in making ev- 
erything go on as far as it is humanly pos- 
sible ; bat here, I am very sorry to say it,
